and  His  Descendants 
INTRODUCTION 

In  1856  JAMES  GEER  of  Ledyard,  Connecticut,  published  a  book  of 
eighty  Tour  pages,  entitled  “Historical  Sketch  and  Genealogy  of  George 
and  Thomas  Geer  from  1621  to  1856.” 

WALTER  GEER  of  New  York,  New  York,  in  1914  and  1923  published 
Geer  genealogies,  the  1923  edition  bearing  the  title  “The  Geer  Genealogy, 
a  Historical  Record  of  George  and  Thomas  Geer  and  their  descendants 
in  the  United  States  from  1623  to  1923.” 

The  following  information  is  given  concerning  AARON  GEER  of  Pitcairn 
and  his  American  ancestors  in  these  volumes  :* 

GEORGE  GEER  (No.  1)  was  born  about  1621  in  Heavitree,  near  Exeter, 
Devon,  England;  died  in  1726  in  Preston,  Connecticut;  married  17  February 
1658  Sarah,  daughter  of  Robert  Allyn.  She  was  bom  in  1642  and  died 
later  than  1723,  the  exact  date  of  her  death  being  unknown.  Children: 
11,  6  sons  and  5  daughters. 

JOSEPH  GEER  (No.  4)  was  born  14  October  1664;  died  10  August  1743; 
married  in  Preston  7  January  1692  Sarah  Howard,  who  was  born  in 
February  1669.  Children:  7,  6  sons  and  1  daughter. 

JOSEPH  GEER  (No.  23)  was  born  29  May  1719;  baptized  5  July  1719; 

died . ;  married  23  December  1741  Martha  Harris.  Children: 

7,  4  sons  and  3  daughters. 

GEORGE  GEER  (  No.  70)  was  born  1  January  1752;  died . ; 

married .  He  was  living  in  Stonington  in  1801.  Children:  10, 

6  sons  and  4  daughters. 

AARON  GEER  (No.  201)  was  born . ;  died . ;  married 

.  Children:  6,  4  sons  and  2  daughters. 

The  information  on  AARON  GEER  in  the  1923  edition  is  quite  income 
plete,  but  it  is  our  purpose  herein  to  supply  all  of  the  missing  details  and 
present  the  facts  concerning  his  life  which  have  been  brought  to  light 
by  our  research  to  date. 

(a) 


AARON  GEER  of  Pitcairn  was  born  21  December  1783  on  a  large 
farm  in  the  northern  section  of  what  is  now  the  Town  of  North  Stonington, 
New  London  County,  Connecticut.  Close  by  are  the  sections  known  as 
Pendleton  Hill  and  Denison  Hill. 

The  Census  of  1790  lists  his  father,  GEORGE  GEER  (No.  70),  and 
his  grandfather,  JOSEPH  GEER  (No.  23),  as  residents  of  that  area. 
This  indicates  that  three  generations  were  living,  possibly  in  the  same  home, 
in  that  year,  and  also  that  JOSEPH  GEER  died  later  than  1790. 

GEORGE  GEER  (No.  70),  Aaron’s  father,  served  in  the  Revolutionary 
War,  having  enlisted  as  a  private  for  service  in  New  York  State,  according 
to  the  “Connecticut  Military  Record  1 775 T 848.’’  From  other  sources  it 
is  known  that  he  served  under  Colonels  Coit,  Smith  and  Parsons. 

The  descendants  of  AARON  GEER  of  Pitcairn  are  therefore  entitled  to 
membership  in  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution  or  the  Daughters 
of  the  American  Revolution.  GEORGE  GEER  (No.  70)  received  a  pen' 
sion  for  his  service;  he  appears  in  the  1832  list  of  pensioners,  but  not  in 
the  1840  list. 

We  can  therefore  assume  that  GEORGE  GEER  (No.  70)  died  between 
1832  and  1840.  In  spite  of  considerable  effort  it  has  so  far  been  impos' 
sible  to  determine  the  exact  date  of  his  death  and  where  he  and  his  father 
are  buried. 

The  maiden  name  of  Aaron’s  mother  also  is  a  mystery;  from  the  vital 
records  at  North  Stonington,  it  has  been  learned  that  her  given  name 
was  Amy  (Amey),  but  the  family  name  is  unknown  even  among  the 
several  descendants  living  presently  in  that  town. 

The  Geer  farmland  in  North  Stonington  lies  on  what  is  now  a  long' 
abandoned  dirt  road.  The  once'cultivated  fields  are  overgrown  with  brush 
and  saplings.  All  that  remains  of  the  homestead  are  the  cellar  walls 
and  central  fire  place,  both  well  built  of  field  stones.  Here  truly  is 
the  “change  and  decay”  that  have  overtaken  many  a  prosperous  farm' 
land  in  the  last  half 'century. 
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AARON  GEER  was  first  married  to  Nancy  Crandall,  daughter  of  Carey 
and  Mary  (Slocum)  Crandall  of  Hopkinton,  R.  I.  She  was  born  11  June 
1784  and  is  listed  as  “Anna”  on  page  50  in  the  genealogy  entitled  “Elder 
John  Crandall  of  Rhode  Island  and  His  Descendants”  compiled  by  John 
Cortland  Crandall  of  New  Woodstock,  N.  Y.  Carey  Crandall  was  a 
Revolutionary  War  Soldier. 

The  marriage  to  Nancy  Crandall  probably  took  place  in  1805.  In  1806 
Aaron  and  Nancy  migrated  to  the  Unadilla  Valley,  New  York  State, 
settling  somewhere  in  the  area  now  within  the  limits  of  the  Town  of 
Plainfield,  Otsego  County,  or  the  Town  of  Brookfield,  Madison  County. 

This  area  was  part  of  what  was  known  as  the  “Governor  Clinton  pur' 
chase”  or  “Chenango  Twenty  Townships”  and  was  first  settled  by  immi' 
grants  from  Rhode  Island  and  Connecticut  in  1790  and  1791. 

Four  children  were  born  to  Nancy  Crandall  Geer  between  1807  and  1813. 
Nancy  died  27  March  1813,  three  months  after  the  birth  of  her  fourth 
child.  The  latter  died  27  August  1813.  Both  may  have  been  victims  of 
a  “terrible  epidemic”  which  swept  through  the  countryside  in  1813, 
according  to  histories  of  Madison  County. 

Diligent  search  has  been  made  for  traces  of  Aaron's  whereabouts  during 
his  sojourn  in  the  Unadilla  Valley  region,  particularly  for  gravestones 
for  Nancy  and  her  fourth  child,  and  for  two  children  by  Aaron’s  second 
marriage  who  died  in  1823  and  1825. 

Aaron's  second  marriage  was  to  Martha  Burdick  in  1813;  she  was  born 
10  August  1797,  daughter  of  Phineas  and  Mary  (Maxson)  Burdick. 
Martha  is  listed  as  “Patty”  on  page  97  in  the  genealogy  entitled  “The 
Descendants  of  Robert  Burdick  of  Rhode  Island”  compiled  by  Mrs. 
Nellie  Willard  Johnson  of  Norwich,  N.  Y. 

In  1824  there  began  a  new  chapter  in  the  life  of  AARON  GEER  ...  his 
settlement  in  what  was  then  the  Township  of  Portaferry  in  St.  Lawrence 
County,  part  of  Great  Tract  No.  3  of  Macomb’s  Purchase.

An  authoritative  source  of  information  concerning  Aaron’s  settlement  in 
St.  Lawrence  County  is  given  in  the  “History  of  St.  Lawrence  County, 
New  York”  compiled  by  Samuel  W.  Durant  and  Henry  B.  Peirce  and 
published  by  L.  H.  Everts  &  Co.  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  in  1878.  This 
information  was  supplied  by  LORENZO  D.  GEER,  Aaron’s  third  son, 
according  to  an  acknowledgment  on  page  452  in  this  publication. 

In  the  chapter  on  the  Town  of  Pitcairn,  pages  449  to  452,  we  read: 

“A  considerable  number  of  other  settlers  came  to  select  lands  during 
the  autumn  of  1824.  Among  these  were  ....  AARON  GEER  .  .  .  . 
AARON  GEER  located  on  the  west  side  of  the  river,  above  Clear 
Creek,  and  not  far  from  the  southwestern  line  of  the  town.  His 
sons,  George,  Lorenzo  and  Richard  are  still  living  in  the  vicinity. 

Most  of  those  who  came  in  1824  made  small  clearings,  and  commenced 
the  erection  of  log  dwellings,  but  none  brought  their  families  to  occupy 
them  in  that  year  except  Justin  Dickinson.” 

It  is  safe  to  assume  that  Aaron  moved  his  family  to  Pitcairn  from  the  Town 
of  Brookfield,  Madison  County,  in  the  Spring  of  1825.  A  letter  written 
from  Brookfield  to  MARTHA  GEER,  Aaron’s  second  wife,  on  26  Septenv 
ber  1827,  refers  to  “the  last  two  summers  .  .  .  since  you  went  away.” 

The  area  in  which  AARON  GEER  and  his  sons  settled  in  Pitcairn  became 
known  as  “Geers  Corners.”  That  name  appears  on  all  topographical  maps, 
and  on  some  of  the  present  automobile  road  maps.  Prior  to  1836  Pitcairn 
was  included  in  the  Town  of  Fowler. 

Pitcairn  was  formed  as  a  town  in  1836,  and  between  the  years  1836  and 
1878  AARON  GEER  and  his  sons,  Lorenzo,  Thomas  and  Matthew  held 
various  offices  in  the  town  government.  GEORGE  P.  BURDICK,  Aaron's 
brotherdndaw,  who  settled  in  Pitcairn  in  1827,  also  held  office.  LORENZO 
D.  GEER  represented  the  Town  of  Pitcairn  on  the  St.  Lawrence  County 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  1877.

Richard  Slocum  Geer  is  listed  in  the  Walter  Geer  Genealogy,  page  378, 
which  includes  data  on  the  two  surviving  sons. 

Richard’s  middle  name,  Slocum,  was  the  maiden  name  of  his  grand' 
mother,  Mary  (Slocum)  Crandall. 

In  the  Durant  6?  Peirce  “History  of  St.  Lawrence  County,”  Richard 
Slocum  Geer  is  mentioned  as  a  resident  of  the  Town  of  Pitcairn,  page 
450.  He  served  as  Overseer  of  Highways  in  Road  District  No.  7,  Town 
of  Pitcairn,  in  1839.

Lorenzo  Dow  Geer  is  listed  as  one  of  the  sons  of  Aaron  Geer  on  page 
67  in  the  Walter  Geer  Genealogy. 

In  the  Durant  5?  Peirce  “History  of  St.  Lawrence  County,”  Lorenzo  is 
mentioned  on  page  92  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  St. 
Lawrence  County,  representing  the  Town  of  Pitcairn  during  1877;  on 
page  450  as  owner  of  a  saw'mill  in  the  southwesterly  part  of  Pitcairn; 
on  page  451  as  Supervisor  for  Pitcairn  in  1856,  1857,  1869  and  1877,  also 
as  Justice  in  1877;  and  on  page  452  as  a  contributor  of  information  regard' 
ing  the  history  of  Pitcairn.

Matthew  lived  for  a  few  years  in  Canada,  but  returned  later  to  Pitcairn 
where  he  remained  until  his  death  in  1876.
